Brookiyn, &. Y., May 14.—Fize broke 
out in Talmage’a nét¥ Tabernacle in this 
city yesterday. just after morning sorvice.. 
Flames were discovered above. tlie organ 
while the people wero going oug of the 
bnilding and ia a few minutes the interior 
was a mass of flames and before the firemen 
could get to work the fine and costly build- 
itig was doomed to total destruction. + 

Adjoining tho church was the Hotel Re- 
gent, eight atorics in height, with a frontage 
of ninety fest on Clinton’ avenue ond ex- 
tending back 200 foot to Waverly avenue. 
‘The fire apread from the Tabernacte.to this 
hotel, then--to the, dwelling houses on 
Washington avenue, tivo blocks away, and 
also the Summortield Methodist. church was 
set on firo by them.* The fire spread with 
lightning rapidity, and before: sunset had 
destroyed property worth nearly $1,000,000. 

Within half au hour after the fire atarted 
tho magnificent Hotel Regent waa'seen to 
be doomed, Several guests had narrow 
escapes, wearing apparel and jewelry be- 
ing left for the devouring flames, Tho 
wails soon fell, narrowly missing the fire- 
men Lut no fatalities are reported, 

Thoturniture in the hotel, which cost 
from $200,000 ta $260,000, ia entirely de- 
atroyed, the total loss on the building and 
its contents footing up in the neighbour- 
hood of $830,060. ‘Chis will bo largely.in- 
creased by the individual losses. ‘ta the 
guests. The loss on the church is not far 
ahort uf $800,000. :

Ths principol pathogenic microbes which 
have boon identified are here illustrated. 
Tho Vibrio septicus is the cause of gangrene; 
the bacillus of tetanus existe normally ia 
the soil; the Staphylococcus pyogenes 
resembles a bunch of grapes, and is found 
for the most part in purulent ulcers, ab- 
acosses, whitlows, otc, Tho Bacillus tuber- 
culosis is the caugo of consumption. eir 
sporag aro sometimes found in the waters 
of certain meadows where discased apimala 
have been buried, and sitilarly in some 
wells. “The bacillus of typhus does not

THE PHYSLOLOGY OF A SNEEZE. 
Tha most eminent physiologists, says 
James W. Barrett, differ on the subject of 
snaezl The process of sneezing seems 
to bé similar fo that followed in, coughing, 
with the following, smong other distine- 
tions *'(1) it is‘entirely involuntary ; (2) ib 
is caused mainly through stimulation of the 
anterior portion of the nose, stimulation 
of the posterior portion generally resulting 
in coughinig ; (3) the forced expiration ia, if
